Chris Evans and John Sontag, the 


desperate train robbers, have added font 
murders to their liflt of Crimea. 


Word waa received at the shsriirB office 


yesterday Uiat the robbers and the poese 
following them bad an enconnter at 
Sampson Flat aodtha', in the exchange 
of ahote onaniDK four of the posse fell 
mortally wounded and one severely 
wotinded. 


The posae conaiated of Vic Wilnon, 


United States Marahal at Tucson j'.Frank 
Burke, deputy eheriffGt Yuma; Dapaty 
United State- Marshal McGianis, a man 
named Olson, Warren Hill the SanRer 
conetable; Detective Will Smith, Fred 
"Witty and two Apache scouts. 


Those killed are Marahal Wilson, 


Deputy Sheriff Burke, Deputy Marshal 


dlini watched the dead men and Witty. 
Hill bad to walk the »ntir« diitaoca and 
fiaally sent the terrible tale over the 
w res to Banger, whence it wan tale- 
pbonad to this city. 


The news was received here ihortly 


alter 2.30 o'clock and when it became 
generally known caused the utmost ex- 
citement. Many could not at first credit 
the story, ao horrible did iteeem;bnt 
when it was confirmed by subsequent 
messages, they stood aghast at the blood- 
thirstiness of the robbers. 


HKNSLEY AFTER T11IM. 


In the sheriff's office all was astir and 


Sheriff Hensley waa preparing to leave 
with a poase for the scene of the en- 
counter shortly after the newa arrived. 
He took with him Deputies EdUcCardte 
and W. J. Pickelt and Constable J. Q. 

They went to JDunlap, where 
Constable Hill told them he would meet 
them and from there they will BO onto 
&unpson Flat and into the mountains ID 
pursuit of tbe desperadoes.

FOUR VICTIMS. 


• Tim early report stated that four men 
had been 
killed- McGinnia, Wilson, 


Olson, and an unknown. Then arrived 
another, reducing the number to three. 
Later advicea, however, substantiate the 
first report, making Burke the fourth 
victim of the robbers murderous mark- 
m&nship.

Tbe encounter took place at 10 o'clock 


yesterday morning in front of Young's 
house at Sampson Flat and wan one of 
the fierceBt of tbe kind that has ever 
taken place in this county.

Yisaliaafew days ago, and had tracked 
the robbera to Dnnlap and thence to pVwer."

COOL HOBBERS. 


The robbers pumped the death-dealing 


lead from their shotguns with coolness 
and dispatch and had the officera at their 
mercy. Those who bad escaped the first 
two volleys of the robbers returned fire. 
They were at such a disadvantage, how- 
ever, that they conld make no effectual 
t 
resistance, nmoh less attack the robbers, 
who conld easily put tho walla ot the 
house be'twean them and the remainder 
cf the popfe. 
Another man fell under the murderous 


fire ot tbe robbern, and thoBO of tbe offi- 
cera who still had a whole akin left 
sought a place that would protect them 
from the nnerring aim of the despera- 
does. The horse of Constable Hill waa 
also shot from under him and killed. 


Seeing the thorough demoralization of 


the posse Evans and Sontag loft tbe 
house and made for the brush near by, 
taking a northeasterly con^ae. As they 
were walking rapidly away the office™ 
fired at them, hut it is not believed with 
any effect.

After the robbers' departure Smith, 


Hill and the two Apaches gave their at- 
tention to their dead and wounded com- 
rades, whom they took into tbe Yonng 
house. It coold not bo ascertained here 
whether they h»d been killed on tbe in- 
stantornot.

The two Indian trailers, however, dis- 


charged their weapons at tho robbers, 
but it is not known with what effect.

posse dispersed.

River 1-uiuber company and transmitted 
it to the Associated Press correspond- 
ent.Hill says they were going do_wn then 
to lie in wait for tbe robaurd touiiihlr.

thought it likely that the robbers would 
attempt to escape by coming down the 
lumber flame on rafts, and that they 
won Id probably stop all communication 
for the time by cutting the telephone 
wires. 


Sheriff Kay had been out with a poeme 


and came away eick and hadjnat arrived 
at Sanger when he. learned of the dis- 
aster.

It is now thought that the possibility 


o! the robbers escaping is very remote, 
their camping outfit having been cap- 
tured and it being assured that their 
ammunition is not very plentiful.

WHEN TUB H.OO'mG BEGAN. 


The horse, being a bronco, began to 


pitch and buck, and Smith half fell un- 
derneath trying to get back in the sad- 
dle. The horse threw him. 


Smith was looking toward thfl houre 


and saw Wileon falling acroBa McGinnib 
body, about twenty yards from the 
house. Smith ran behind a tree while 
Evans was shooting at him.

Many people are surprised that any 


other tOQBtruction but a peremptory one 
should be put on that portion of section 


1094 
of the Political Code giving the 


time when registration fchall begin, 
while others are equally certain that the 
time clauEe is merely directory. 
The 


section is plain enough and is as follows: 
- "Tnera shall !>*• iu each of the coun- 
ties and cities aud counties in the state 
(wht-n required by the board of super- 
visors) a new and complete registration 
of the voteie of such counties, and 
cities and counties who are entitled 
thereto, and who apply with the proper 
proof. Such 
registration shall com- 


mence 100 days before a general ele c 
tiou and ahull continue for eightv-five 
days thence next ensuing, when "such 
registration shall cease." 
* 
* 
* 


There are no ifa or bats about thia, 


and it ia absolutely requfred that the 
registration shall begin IUO days before a 
general election. To begin "earlier or 
later would clearly be to violate the law. 
Of course, whether tha law ia a good one 
or not is not considered in this point of 


An interesting opinion has been re- 


ceived by County Clerk Williams on the 
point in question. It was written byj, 
A. Cooper, a prominent Ukiah attorney, 
at the re finest of the county cleik of 
Mendocino county. 


"Thequestion for determination," says 


Attorney Cooper, "is aa to whether or 
not the language of thia section is direc- 
tory or mandatory. 
In otner words, if 


the clerk of the county has prepared the 
register and enrolled the names thereon, 
such registration 
having been made 


more than 100 days before tho general 
election, is such registration vnlid, and 
are the parties whose names were there- 
on more than 100 days before the elec- 
tion entitled to vote? 


"la answering thia question, it will be 


noticed that the constitution of the state 
of California, Article II, section 1, pro- 
vides that 'Every male citizen of the 
United Btatea and every naturalized citi- 
zen who aball have become such ninety 
days prior to any election, of the age of 
21 years, who shall have been a resident 
of the state one year next preceding the 
election, aud of the county in which he 
claims his vote ninety days, and in tbe 
election precinct thirty days, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections which aro 
now or may hera.-fter be authorized by 
law.' 


"* * * It has been held in soma 


states that under a provision of tho con- 
stitution, similar to the ono just qnoted 
from our own state, that the legislature 
has no power to impose as an additional 
condition that the voters eball be re- 
quired to register, bnt in most of tbe 
stales, and I think by the best coned- 
ered authorities, it is held that the legis- 
lature has the power to provide for regis- 
tration of voters ia a reasonable manner 
and under reasonable ralea and regula- 
tions, and that the condition of requiring 
the voter to register does not dfl,--rive 
him of hia right to vote, bnt only im- 
posed npon him a duty in regard to con- 
dition, which duty is regarded as one he 
owes to hie state in behalf of the purity 
of elections and the general welfare." 


Trie opinion nextquoted, sections 1113, 


Jtlo and 1117 of the Political Code, the 
first two of which be ia inclined to con- 
sider inconsistent with section 1094, 
Tho eight grounds of challenge are next 
given, there being no euch ground of 
challenge as that the name of the person 
offering his vote ia improperly on the 
register. "It follows," continues the 
opinion, "that a person whose name is 
on the register, whether properly placed 
there or not, if qualified by the constitu- 
tion to vote, has the absolute right to 
vote without regard to the question of 
time aa to when hia name was placed 
upon each register. 


"I thiuk the provisions of section 1094 


of the Political Code as to when the reg- 
istration shall commence are purely di- 
rectory. There ie no penalty attached 
to registration in any other way or at 
any other time. It is not aaid by the 
section nor can it ba implied therefrom 
that a person shall not be entitled to 
rcgialer uulees they register within the 
time therein prescribed. 
The general 


rule id, that time in a statute ahall be 
construed as merely directory unless 
time is made tho essence of the act or 
unlesa some penaltv or forfeiture ii ex- 
pressly elated in "the statute. Potter 
DwarHs ou Statutes and Constitutions,

Abont 11 o'clock yesterday moming 


news was received that set the town 
agog. 
A telephone meesage waa re- 


ceived at Saugor and sent to Fresno ILut 
tbe reports ol n large number of shots 
hai been heard at the mills in the direc- 
tion of Sampjou's Flat. As this is 
wbero it was expected the potsa would 
meet the robbers it was naturally be- 
lieved a fight had taken place, and in- 
L-nse ficitement reigned for au hour 
afterward. 


The reports were heard by a herder on 


the flume, who immediately notified the 
people at Ihe mills. Further information 
waa awaited with great impatience, but 
none came. The news gftve rise to a 
number of wild rumors, among them 
being that Sheriff Honsley and Consta- 
ble Ashman had been killed in an en- 
counter. Enmor soon had the entire 
posse wiped off the earth, aud the rob- 
bers standing on the mountain lop wav- 
ing a rod flag. 01 course tho rumors 
were without foundalion. 


Thereporthad also be on received at tbe 


sheriff's offics, bnt the officera doubted 
that an encounter had taken place. 
Thia doubt became stronger us time 
passed and no further particulars were 
received. When evening came withont 
any explanation of tbe shots it was de- 
cided tbat they must have been fired by 
some hunters. There were many, how- 
ever, who refused to give up the belief 
that a fight ha 1 taken place. 
No one 


doubts that if a meeting occurs between 
the posse and the robbers a bloody en- 
counter will take place. The robbars 
have proved very satisfactorily that their 
plan of action is to shoot on sight and aa 
Sheriff Henaley haa decided upon the 
same course, there will bs gore-spilling 
galore. It is safe Jo say that Ilensley's 
posse will not carry their guns strapped 
to their paddles. 


Those who have kept account of ihe 


robbera'tactics think it vary unlikely 
that they will leave the neighborhood of 
Sampson's i'lat, at least for the present. 
They have more friends there than else- 
where, aud knowing the locality as they 
do could tlnde the officers for an indefi- 
nite, time. 
The officers beins without 


trailers they will find it more difficult 
than before to keep track of the robbers. 
Much uneasiness IB being folt bv the 
friends of the members of posse lest they 
walk into an ambush. Such desperadoes 
as Evans and Sontag would hesitato at 
nothing, and if they conld surprise the 
posse perhaps the occurrence of Tuesday 
morning would be repeated.

Poor Man. 


From Ite rally ol Thmidtv. 
There waa quite a respectable gather 


ing of eld time Democrats last night in 
front of the Grand Central hotel to hear 
the address oi Thomas V. Cator of Kan 
Francisco on behalf of the rrinciplea o 
the People's 1'arty. 


Captain J. (i. Dawes made the open- 


ing speech. He began by saying that 
this government will be what the pro- 
ducing classes of the people decide it 
shall be. They can decide whether it 
ahall be a government o! the people or a 
government of the plutocralB. He paid 
• high compliment to the abilitv of 
Thomas V. ijator of San Fianci'eco, 
whom he Ihen introduced as the speaker 
of the evening. 


One of the great evils that now aiilict 


thia counlry is the enormous debt—na- 
tional, Btate, county and municipal— 
amounting to }-2S,000,000,000, on which 
inlerest is baing paid at rales ranging 
from 0 to 20 per cent. Another evil was 
the concentration of the wealth of tho 
country into lower hands every year. 


It is no false alarm to say that the peo- 


ple are called upon to face a condition 
graver than any that has prevailed for 
several hnndrsd years past. 


It ii said by some that thie vast aggre- 


gation of millions in single hands is the 
result of industry and thrift. Can this 
be true when Ihere are honest, indus- 
trious and thrifty men who have not 
been able afler a lifetime of loil to place 
themselves beyond the fear of want V IB 
it thiift and superior energy that have 
enabled tho Asters to accumulate J400 - 
000,000 ol property iu New York city, 
with an income that in a few years 
would enable tbera to own the entire 
city of Sow York V la it thrift when for 
three generations not one of that family 
has lilted a finger in honeat toil or shed 
one drop of sweat in honeat labor? 


The speaker s«id that there waa no 


difference between the Republican and 
Democratic parties on the question o[ 
the tariff. The Democrats are not in 
favor of free trade but propose to spend 
as much money aa tho Republicans and 
to rsiaa it by laxim: imports. 


A Republican congressional committee 


reported that the duties ought to be di- 
minished and tbo Mills bill brought 
down the duties from 47 to 42 per cent, 
or a reduclion of 5 per cent, and that ia 
all the Democratic party proposed to ro- 
duce lhe tariff, notwilhstanding all their 
clamor against it. 


The sentence "We believe in a tariff 


for revenue only" originated in the Dem- 
ocratic platform of J870, when Tilden 
was nominated. This phrase can never 
be defined; it meauB nothing, and under 
it any kind of a tariff can be levied. In 
Minnesota the Republican caL-didate for 
governor is N'ewlou Nelson, a pronounced 
free trader, who boiled one Republicau 
caucus and refused to vote for the Mc- 
Kinley bill, and bolted another Repub- 
lican caucus and voted for the Mills bill. 
In San Francisco the Democrats have 
nominated Judge Maguire, a rampant 
free trader and au advocate of tho con- 
fiscation of the rental value of land.

Bbould, it would scem.be germ free. In 
fact, however, It is extremely difficult to 
prepare absolutely serin free water on H 
large scale, and almost impossible to keep 
it so it onco prepared, because- every ex- 
posure to tbe air or contact ivithuteitsild 
in common use brings to it varving and 
often hirge numbers of germs which can 
live ;iud grow in water. Hut these small 
numbers of common bacteria are not of the 
Hlighteat importance to tho salubrity o( 
the water. 


Iu most of tlio ice. manufactories the dis- 


tilled water is filtered through charcoal 
before it is run into the freezing cans, f of 
the purpose of removing certain organio 
compounds which have come in the proc- 
ess of distillation. 
Cut these charcoal

From tbe Daily of Sunday. 


At 0 o'clock yesterday morning the 


coroner, jurors and witnesses in the Mc- 
Whirter murder case reassembled in 
Judge Holmes'court room. It was the 
thiid day of the inquisition, and a ver- 
dict waa retnrned at 4.40 o'clock p. m. 
There was a large crowd of spectators, 
and interest was unabated during the 
entire day. Many thought that unusual 
developments would be made, and they 
were not disappointed, as tho following 
testimony and subsequent investigation 
will show. The first witness called in 
the morning was 


MAJOR S. S. WRIGHT. 


He stated that on tbe night of the 


shoo ing he was tit General Muller'tj 
hous j, about three blocks from Mc- 
Whirter'a residence. He and the Gen- 
eral were awakened by the ehooting, and 
they also heard cries. They aroae and 
dreaded and ran to the house, reaching 
it just aB Mr. McWhirter'e body was be- 
ing carried in. Major Wright Bays that 
he counted eight abota, six of them iu 
rapid succession and brief pauses be- 
tween the others. He thought he heard 
two voices crying aa if in distress. 
He 


was satisfied that some one was hurt, 
and thought it hia duty to go to their re- 
iief. Vary shortly after reaching the 
bouse two policemen arrived and at 
onro a search was instituted for the per- 
petrators. He, in company with otnois, 
made an examination of the ballei holes, 
and he thought they were not all the 
same size. He tested them with a load- 
pencil. It would enter the hole in tbe 
top of the closet, bnt not the one in the 
rear. Neither would the pencil fit the 
hole in tbe fence near tbe opening. 
Major Wright said that tbe shooting ap- 
peared to h!m ns though somo ono had 
rapidly emptier! a aix-shooter and then 
two aho'.a bad followed, bnt elowly. 


JUDGE TINMK'B TESTIMONY, 


Judge Wiley J. Tinnia then took the 


stand and narrated conversations he had 
had with McWhirter concerning proba- 
ble violence to hia person. This was be- 
fore Mr. McWhirter went to the moan- 
taina. The contest of Mr. McWhirter's 
remarks was concerning a etrained polit- 
ical ccndition, in which he made men- 
tion of the pronounced hostility of some 
peraone. On the night of the shooting 
Judge Tinnin retired at 9.15 o'clock. He 
ar'jee late in the night, just before the 
ehooting, but had returned to bed before 
tho ehota were fired. Ha counted seven 


been knocked from tbe fence and the 
denta in them.

DR. DEARDORFP ON TUB STAND. 


At 10:30 o'clock a abort recess waa 


taken and at its conclusion Dr. A.G. Daar- 
dorlTtook the witness atand. He waa ai 
hia home on the night ol the murder ant 
heard aud counted the ehota. There 
were eeven of them. He heard no cries 
during the shooting. In answer to a 
"meatiou concerning life insurance, Dr 
^ardorff stated that he had examinee 
Mr. McWhirter for insurance on the 2il. 
18th and 23J of March. In conversatioi 
upon the subject Mr. McWhirter had tolc 
bim that the campaign waa coming on 
and he expected to take an active part in 
t. lie told the doctor that he had many 
political enemies and he feared hie"" 
von Id be attempted. If such should 
jappen he wanted to leave his family in 
rood circumstances. They talked upon 
be aame subject several times, the last 
occasion being about two or three daya 
before Mr. MuWhirter'e death. 


NAMES UK UAD MENTIONED. 


Dr. Deardorff waa asked if Mr. Mc- 


Whirter had over mentioned any names 
0 him when speaking of the sources 
ram which he expected tronble. The 
doctor answered that Mr. McWhirter 
aid he feared it from ihe leaders ot 
ho Iroquois club.

JUDGE FRANK II. SHORT

HIS EXPERT TESTIMONY.

shot wounds, Hia opinion as an axperi 
waa that the ahot which kil!«d Me\Vhir- 
er had been fired at a distance of not 
eaa than two nor more, than four feat 
Hadji been nearer the powder burns 
woiW have been different. He also Rave 
t aa his opinion that it was impoaaible 
or McWhirter to have shot himself in 
,ho manner and the direction indicated 
:n tho fatal wound. He could not have 
leld the pietol and nulled the trigger ao 
aa to have sent tbe bullet in that direc- 
:lon. 


FAMILIAR WITU THE PREMISES. 


The witnees had lived at McWhirter'a 


house several weeks, and was (am iliar 
with the premises. He had been in the 
cloaet between 5 aud 6 o'clock Sunday 
evening, and the boards were not off the 
enco. 


THE SEVENTH BULLET. 


Tlie testimony of several witnesses 


was that there were seven shots heard, 
tome bad counted thetn. Judge Tiunin 
tad counted them aloud to his wife. The 
iflicera and detectives who had made 
h*ir examination of the premises had 
never been able to Had the trace of moid 
ban aix bullets. Two were in the cloaet, 
hree in thp allev fence and one in Mr. 
McWhirter B heart. They 
found 


more. The two iriatols left on

ground bad three chambers each empty, 
making nix ehotn in all. If there were 


iven shotn it could be explained only by 
uppoaing that another pl-.tol did it. 
Mr. Baker waa naked if he had found

His answer WBB, that in company with 


jrittenden Thornton, Loe BlaBingarae 
nd W. 1*. Thompson, he had searched 
or bullet marks, and had found one iu 
bo fence on the north aide of the yard. 
The bullet had gone through a gunny 
ack there, had struck beyond, and had 
icocheted, or glanced, and embedded 
taelf in a board boyond. 


This explained the seven. BhotH. 
The 


uost careful measurements were made, 
_>nd accurate directions taken, aud it 
was seen that the shot waa fired by a 


eraon who atood at tbe alley fence, 
ither inaide or just outside, very near 
where tbe two bullets had gone through 
be alley fence, and buried themselves 
n A. M. Clark'a funce beyond. . 


A bullet fired from thia point would 


have paaaed near, hut a little to the right 


f the spot wliero Mr.Whirter fell. When 
he shot WBB fired the one who fired it 
oust have stood within two aud a half 
eet of the bullet holoa in the allay 
ence. 


EVIDENCES OF A. STRUGGLE. 


Mr. Baker was on the ground shortly 
fter tho tragddy. Although many peo- 
le hail trampled upon the ground, yet 
e felt certain that he could eee traces 
f a atrnggle in front of tbe closet door, 
'be ground looked aa if it bad been 
craped into ridges by feet of persons 
truggling. The mask had ono corner 
orn out, aa if it had been torn from the 
assassin's face. 


At tho conclnaion of Mr. Baker's tea- 
imooy tbe inqueat waa adjourned until 
30p.m. 


AFTEIUIOOX SESBION. 


The attendance in the afternoon was 
ven greater than the morning crowd. It

The day previous to hia death I had no 
conversation with him concerning a 
possible attempt to take hia life. 


A DUAHATIC ACTION'. 


Dr. A. J. Pedlar, recalled. Ho waa 


requested to placa the pistol in a posi- 
tion that could iuflict a wound eimilar to 
the ona on McWhirter'a body. He did 
ao, BayiuK that the wound might have 
iten sslf-inflicted, but, bad it been eo, 
the ekin wontd have been badly burned, 
aa also the clothing. Ii' the pistol had 
>een held against the body it would have 
ilown out some of the flesh around ..ha 
orifice. The bullet hole waa very small 
and there was no evidence of close cou- 
act. 
Mr. Welsh then took the pistol and 
bowed how a person could have fired 
he piatol in any range toward tho 
ireast by pulling the trigger with hie 
hnmb. 


Dr. Pedlar.—"It is my opinion that 
he ehot could have beon fired by a man 
landing near the gum tree, aa com- 
larod with the shot where the body waa 
ound. When found the pistol was 15 or 
0 inchee from hia body."

That would have placed the con- 
spirators in perpetual fear of blackmail 
and exposure.
